HILE STRESSING the individual’s responsi- 
\\) bility to God for his personal conduct, 
many are prone to overlook the fact that 
society is also responsible to God for its com- 
munity behavior. History reveals that God does 
bring cities and nations to judgment for collective 
acts of evil, just as He moves in retribution 
against sinful individuals. 

The outstanding example of such a judgment 
upon evil cities was the destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah as recorded in the Bible (Gen. 19). 
Moral depravity was so rampant and the adminis- 
tration of justice was at such a low ebb in those 
two cities of the plain that evil and corruption 
flourished without restraint. A government rec- 
onciled to countenancing gross evil refused to 
move against the perpetrators of the crimes for 
which they were noted. Abraham was told that if 
there had been ten righteous persons in Sodom 
and Gomorrah, these two cities would have been 
spared (Gen. 18: 23-33). But ten righteous per- 
sons were not found there. 

The prophets of the Lord often refer to the 
fact that God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah 
because of their iniquity. From time to time 
Israel was threatened with a similar type of 
destruction unless they turned away from their 
unrighteous and idolatrous practices. 

At the beginning of the Christian Era the city 
of Pompeii was destroyed when it was over- 
whelmed by an eruption of the voleano on Mt. 
Vesuvius. During its heyday Pompeii was a 
pleasure resort for many of the nobles of Rome. 
It was well situated and vice and crime were at 
their height in this wealthy metropolis just prior 
to its overthrow. 

Since the destruction of Pompeii, Mt. Vesu- 
vius has often been in eruption, but this was not 
so in former days. It was described by the an- 
cients as a cone-shaped mountain with a flat top, 
upon which there was a deep, circular valley 
filled with vines and grapes and surrounded by 
high precipices. A large population lived on the 
slopes of the mountain, which were covered with 
beautiful forests, and there were fine cities 
flourishing at its foot. So little was the terrible 
nature of the “‘valley” on the top of the mountain 
understood that in 72 a.D. Spartacus, a rebellious 
Roman gladiator, encamped there with some 
thousands of fighting men and the Roman sol- 
diers were let down the precipices in order to 
surprise and capture Spartacus and his forces. 

Suddenly, in the year 79 A.p., the volcano

erupted and the side of the valley, where five 
years previously Spartacus had encamped, was 
blown off. Its rocks, with a vast quantity of ashes, 
burning stones and sand were hurled high into 
the sky. Pompeii was buried in a shower of 
volcanic ash and it was not until 1748, seventeen 
centuries later, that this forgotten city was dis- 
covered. Seven years later, in 1755, systematic 
excavations were begun revealing in marvelous 
detail the habits and manners of the life and 
culture of that time. 

Fire was responsible for the destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah and, in a later generation, 
the fires of Mt. Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii and 
all the cities at its base. Setting forth the sins of 
Sodom, Ezekiel declared: ‘She and her daughters 
[the cities destroyed with her] lived in pride, 
plenty, and thoughtless ease; they supported not 
the poor and needy; they grew haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me; so I swept them 
away, as you have seen”’ (Ez. 16: 49-50, Smith & 
Goodspeed Trans.). 

There is much food for thought in the fact 
that while Lot chose to dwell in the plain of 
Jordan, where Sodom and Gomorrah were situ- 
ated, because “it was well watered everywhere” 
(Gen. 13: 10), it is also true that those cities 
were built over great underground reservoirs of 
oil. Job tells us that in this same locality “the 
rock poured me out rivers of oil’ (Job 29: 6). 
Thus, “when the cities of the plain were de- 
stroyed by fire, the nature of this territory, with 
its asphalt and oil-laden soil, greatly augmented 
the great catastrophe.” (See Primogenesis, Chap- 
ter X, “Destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah,” 
p. 78.) In the same way, in a later generation, the 
heedless inhabitants of Pompeii were unaware of 
the shadow of destruction hanging over them 
until the time of judgment came when pent-up 
fires in the earth suddenly burst forth to over- 
whelm them. 

The history of conditions extant in areas 
overwhelmed by great historic disasters has re- 
vealed the necessity for Divine intervention to 
intercept the spread of corruption which, if 
allowed to continue, would have pervaded areas 
far and wide and brought degenerating contamina- 
tion to many lands. Through earthquake, tempest 
and storm, as well as volcanic action, God moves 
to check the permeation of evil and men are 
helpless in the face of the titanic forces at His 
command when from His arsenal He brings forth 
the weapons of His indignation. 
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listened to Prime Minister Eden back for many years. He was deliberately prevented from 


as he reported on the developing crisis in the Middle 
East. The whole British power position in the Middle 
East is now threatened as a result of the swift moves in 
Jordan, Palestine and Egypt. The abrupt dismissal of Lt. 
Gen. John Bagot Glubb, as Commander of the Arab 
Legion, by King Hussein sparked the gravity of develop- 
ments. 

Furthermore, because of the breakdown in the Cyprus 
talks, and the increase in tensions in every Middle Eastern 
nation, the statement was made in a news report from 
London, datelined March 5, 1956: 


“Seldom in peace time has the House of Commons been faced 
in one afternoon with such a convergence of grave events.” 


The entire Middle East is rapidly moving toward the 
very climax to which all the prophets have referred, with 
Soviet Russia, the Gog of Ezekiel’s chapter 38, working 
behind the scenes to force the contending participants into 
the inevitable clash of arms on which she hopes to capi- 
talize. 

There is a touch of irony in all this, for the nations 
were handed a very opportune series of circumstances by 
means of which they were in a strong position to once 
and for all time stop the onward march of Soviet Russia 
and her satellites. If they had not muffed their God-given 
Opportunity to act in a forthright manner at the time 
to save the situation, they might have avoided the present 
entangling involvement in the Middle East. 

We refer to the Far East crisis years of 1950 to 1953, 
and particularly to that stage in the Far Eastern conflict 
when General Douglas MacArthur was in the strong 
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doing so at the urgent insistence of our allies in the 
Korean struggle. As one result of thwarting an allied 
victory over the Red Chinese, chickens are now coming 
home to roost as Soviet Russia moves from the position 
of interfering with Western strategy in the Far East to 
fomenting trouble in the Near East. The Kremlin in- 
triguers are becoming so successful in the Middle East 
that Great Britain finds herself helpless to stop their 
aggression there; nor is the United States in a position 
to halt the forward march or counter the effectiveness of 
their propaganda barrages. 

Could it be that Divine retribution is now operating for 
both Great Britain and the United States because the 
Anglo-Saxon world abandoned Chiang Kai-shek and 
Syngman Rhee to the enemy, as well as needlessly sacri- 
ficing scores of our fighting men in a conflict they were 
forbidden to win? Are we now being frustrated and 
rendered all but helpless in the face of Soviet intrigue 
just as we caused our friends to be frustrated and helpless 
when confronted with the aggression of the same foe in 
the Far East? Surely the verdict is being rendered as 
Mideast shadows deepen. 





Foretold Trait, Orren News items confirm the 

predictions of the prophets and this 
is particularly true as the age comes to its close. In 
Destiny for February 1956, page 27, reference was made 
to Egypt and Ezekiel 29: 6-7 was cited to indicate that 
the prophet clearly saw she would be like a rotten reed 
to the House of Israel (Britain and the United States) in 
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these last days. Mr. A. R. Heaver has called our attention 
to the following news items which amply verify this ancient 
forecast of the treacherous acts of modern Egypt: 


“Two outbursts against Egypt reinforce this point as being 
a correct estimation of Egypt’s characteristic pattern of behavior. 
The first was in a leading article by the Editor of the Daily 
Express (London), saying: 

“ ‘Britain built up Egypt out of ruinous corruption and bank- 
ruptcy. What has she had in return? Nothing but dog’s abuse.’ 

“The second outburst came from a Syrian diplomat who, on 
February 27th, complained bitterly of his Egyptian confreres, 
and said to Sefton Delmer in Damascus: 

“* ‘Egyptians are a lot of slaves and loud mouths. Rely on them 
and you find yourself stuck in the mud up to your ears.’ 

“Coming from a Syrian Arab, that opinion confirms Ezekiel 
in no uncertain terms.” 


This is interesting corroboration of the prophetic ap- 
praisal of an Egyptian character trait that will intensify 
the troubles facing God’s Kingdom people in this time of 
judgment. 





“Deciphered ScHOLARS and archaeologists are con- 
tinually bringing to light new evidence 
(lay Tablets which not only confirms Scriptural ac- 
counts of ancient events but clarifies the time of their 
occurrence, often marking the exact year and day. 

In a recent news release from London, England, an 
announcement was made of the existence of a contem- 
porary, written reference to the capture of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar. This was made known February 22, 
1956 in a lecture to the British Academy by Mr. D. J. 
Wiseman of the Department of Western Asiatic Antiquities 
in the British Museum: 


“The reference is contained in one of four clay tablets, now 
in the British Museum. These belong to the class of documents 
commonly called “The Babylonian Chronicle.’ They are in- 
scribed in the Neo-Babylonian cuneiform script and, like the 
tablet referring to the fall of Nineveh (612  B.c.), which was 
published in 1923 by Professor C. J. Gadd, are a unique and 
reliable source of knowledge for the history of Babylonia. These 
texts give a year-by-year account of the main political and re- 
ligious events from 626-594 B.c., with a break of only six years. 

“The part of the chronicle now deciphered records that 
Nebuchadrezzar, King of Babylon, ‘in his seventh year mustered 
his troops and marched into the land of the Hatti [Syria and 
Palestine], besieged the city of Judah, and on the second day 
of the month of Adar [.e., March 15-16, 597 B.c.] captured the 
city and took the king prisoner. He appointed there a king of 
his own choice and, having exacted a heavy tribute, sent it, 
with the prisoners, to Babylon.’ 

“This is a clear reference to the capture of Jehoiachin of 
Judah, the seizure of the treasures of the temple at Jerusalem, 
and to Mattaniah, renamed Zedekiah, who was placed on the 
throne of Judah as the Babylonian nominee. The chronicle is 
also important because it provides an exact date, which had 
hitherto been lacking, in both Jewish and Babylonian history. 

‘Earlier entries in the chronicle give an account of the Baby- 
lonian wars against Egypt and of the Battle of Carchemish 
(605 B.c.), which has been called ‘one of the supreme turning- 
points in history.” It was at this battle that Nebuchadrezzar, 
acting as general for his father, King Nabopolassar, routed the 
Egyptian forces. 

““*He accomplished their defeat,’ says the chronicle, ‘and 
beat them to nonexistence. As for the remnant of the Egyptian 
army (which had escaped from the defeat so quickly that no 
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weapon had reached them), in the district of Hamath the Baby- 
lonian troops overtook and defeated them so that not a single 
man escaped to his own country. At that time Nebuchadrezzar 
conquered the whole of the Hatti country.’ 

“The chronicle gives the exact dates of the death of Nabo- 
polassar in Babylon and the accession of Nebuchadrezzar — 
who at the time of his father’s death was with the army in Syria. 
Only 23 days appear to have elapsed between the two events. 
Allowing a week for the news of the death of Nabopolassar to 
reach Syria from Babylon, and at least another week for Ne- 
buchadrezzar to have made the many political and military 
decisions outstanding, this leaves only about a week for his 
return journey. In this time he must have covered a distance of 
about 500 miles, mostly across the desert, and at the height of 
summer — no mean feat. 

“One surprising revelation from these texts is the story of a 
major battle between the Babylonians and Egyptians in 601 
B.C. — an episode to which there has been no allusion in any 
extant historical sources. Babylonian raids against the Arabs 
east of Damascus and Jordan, and an army revolt in Babylon 
against Nebuchadrezzar II, which was vigorously suppressed, 
are among the other new facts Mr. Wiseman revealed.” 


It was just 2520 years after 597 B.c., the year Jerusalem 
fell to Nebuchadnezzar, that the Caliphate was abolished 
on March 6, 1924 a.p. It was after this same number of 
years, dating from the famous battle of Carchemish in 
605 B.c., that Jerusalem was taken by the British from 
the Turks in 1917 a.p. The date of the fall of Nineveh is 
given in the above findings as 612 B.c. and 2520 years 
later is the year 1909 a.p., the beginning of the Consum- 
mation of the Age as set forth in the Great Pyramid’s 
revelation-measures. 





Nicolaitanism— BEFORE Us is an interesting editorial 

(in the Sunday World-Herald of 
Omaha, Nebraska, for Sunday, February 19, 1956) com- 
menting upon the split between a Lay Committee and 
the National Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America. The Lay Committee was com- 
posed of businessmen selected to act as advisers to this 
Church Council. 


“According to the Lay Committee’s final report, its five-year 
life had been full of frustrations and its work a failure. Its as- 
signed task, as the committee members saw it, was to form a 
partnership with the professional religious workers who are the 
officers of the National Council. Only by some such arrangement, 
it was felt, could the council truly claim to speak for the 34 million 
Protestants it represents. 

‘But such a partnership, said the Lay Committee, ‘proved in 
practice to be one where lay men and women of the churches 
were expected to provide avenues of support for policies and 
programs largely determined by professionals.’ ”’ 


John in Revelation (Rev. 2: 15) sets forth the Lord’s 
opposition to that which is lording it over the laity. The 
Lay Committee’s charges reveal the extent to which this 
resurgence of Nicolaitanism prevails within the fold of 
organized Christianity today. 

Finally, the Lay Committee came to realize the wide 
chasm that existed between the thinking of the laity and 
the clergy. The following statement from their report 
expressed this fundamental divergence: 


“Whereas the Lay Committee wanted to make decisions in 
terms of right and wrong, the National Council members often 
preferred to make them in terms of right and left.” 
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Summing up the situation, the editorial to which we 
refer stated: 


“The split between the layman’s group and the clergy- 
dominated council was deep and wide and, in the layman’s 
view, unbridgeable. The report openly expressed the fear that 
the Protestant churches, through the clergy and the National 
Council, are pushing steadily toward a political involvement 
which is wrong in principle and which, even if it were permissible, 
does not represent the viewpoint of American Protestants gener- 
ally. Similar thoughts have occurred to, and have been expressed 
by, a great many outside observers. 

“Tt is quite obvious that some of America’s most renowned 
clergymen have taken the left-wing or Socialist bait, hook, line 
and sinker, and that a few of them have been deeply involved 
in Communist-front activities.” 


Why have they turned aside from the Word of the Lord? 
Is it because the Bible has no solution for our present 
economic and political troubles? Needless to say, there 
is no truth in any such idea, for in God’s Written Word 
a perfect way of life is presented. Nowhere can there be 
found a system of jurisprudence that will produce indi- 
vidual and national well-being and economic prosperity 
more adequately than that which is set forth under the 
Divine Law of the Lord. The pity of it is that the clergy, 
as evidenced in the report of the Lay Committee, are 
completely ignorant of the existence of this perfect, God- 
given system of government outlined in His Word for 
our instruction and guidance. 

Instead of seeking knowledge and understanding from 
the Lord, and turning to the Bible for direction, many 
of these clergymen have turned to the teachings of Karl 
Marx for guidance. Having repudiated the Bible as their 
final authority, they now follow that which was born 
from the Bottomless Pit. Thus, as Paul points out in II 
Thessalonians 2: 11, they have permitted themselves to 
become victims of a “‘strong delusion” so that they find 
themselves able to “‘believe a lie.” 





Gminous Rumblings Tue virat part the Middle 

East will play in the closing 
scenes of the present order is encompassed by the prophe- 
tic statement: 


“For I will gather all nations against Jerusalem to battle... . 
Then shall the Lord go forth, and fight against those nations, as 
when he fought in the day of battle.” (Zech. 14: 2-3.) 


Joel adds his testimony to the importance of the gather- 
ing of the nations into what he designates as the Valley of 
Jehoshaphat, or place of judgment. He depicts multitudes 
in this valley of decision when the Lord shall roar out of 
Zion and utter His voice from Jerusalem (Joel 3: 16). 
Daniel specifically states that the enemy will invade the 
Holy Land and pitch his pavilion between the sea and 
glorious holy mountain, where he will come to his end 
with no one to help him (Dan. 11: 45). The time of trouble 
bringing the present age to its end is associated by this 
prophet with military activities affecting Palestine. 

Prior to the last decade it was difficult for the average 
person to visualize the event, or events, that would force 
all nations to assemble in the Middle East, making this the 
focal area of their planning. But now we are witnessing 
definite moves which more clearly reveal the forces that 
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will eventually lead the nations to turn their attention 
toward this center of activity. 

In May 1948 the Israeli state came into being, born in 
violence and bloodshed. The very methods employed by 
the Zionists to gain possession of Palestine have been con- 
tinued ever since in their armed opposition to the Arab 
nations around them. The result has been to engender a 
spirit of hatred which, after seven years of Zionist occupa- 
tion of Palestine, is now bringing into being formidable 
opposition to the continuation of the Jewish state. As we 
entered the 8th year of their occupation of the Holy Land, 
the tensions in the Middle East showed evidences of strains 
that have reached the breaking point. The situation has 
become so serious that there is no gathering of statesmen 
in any of the capitals of the world where the issues involved 
are not a subject for discussion. 

Soviet Russia is not for a moment unmindful of the 
serious effect disturbances in this theater of activity will 
have upon the nations. Therefore, she is doing her utmost 
to capitalize upon dissension and trouble there by actions 
which augment the highly explosive situation developing 
throughout the entire Middle East. The explosion itself 
will come when the Israeli state decides to take the final 
irrevocable step, producing an incident, or incidents, 
which will precipitate a so-called “‘preventive” war. That 
such an aggressive plan is being contemplated is made 
quite clear from various intelligence sources. Walter 
Winchell said on his January 15th radio broadcast: 


“‘All intelligence agencies now believe the odds are three to 
one for a Middle East war. The pessimists say in about four 
months; the optimists say about eighteen.” 


Again, and as a spokesman for the Zionists, he said on 
his radio broadcast of February 6th: 


“‘The Russians want, and will get, another war in the Middle 
East.” 


Information about the general build-up for conflict in 
the Middle East has been kept from the public by our 
national leaders. While aware of the seriousness of all the 
circumstances, they have nevertheless refused to let the 
people know what is going on. Of course, the release of all 
the details would not be favorable to the Zionist state, but 
as the crisis deepens, the facts can no longer be kept under 
wraps — particularly so with Soviet Russia fanning the 
smouldering Arab resentment against Israeli tactics. The 
result is that a strong spirit of anti-Zionism is developing in 
places where previously the Israeli state was receiving at 
least tacit support. The opinions being expressed by those 
who are closely watching this situation is that Soviet 
Russia, the Arabs and the Israelis have now reached the 
point of no return and armed conflict has become in- 
evitable. 

One of the disquieting facts is the pressure the Zionists 
are bringing to bear upon our national leaders to involve 
us in their quarrel with the Arabs. Unfortunately we are 
already committed to participate if conflict breaks out in 
the Middle East even though the Zionists start that con- 
flict by attacking the Arabs. The overwhelming testimony 
of all the prophets of the Lord is that the build-up for war 
in the Middle East will spark the beginning of the Battle 
of That Great Day of God Almighty. It will take time to 
fully develop, of course, but ultimately all nations are to 
assemble and march toward this place of gathering for the 
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final phase of judgment that will bring war to an end for 
all time. 

In the broadcast by Walter Winchell quoted above the 
“pessimists” have set April or May of this year as the time 
when conflict may start. Does this fact account for the ru- 
mor that the meeting of the World Zionist Congress, 
originally scheduled for July 10th of this year, has been 
advanced three months — to April 11th? Is this because 
the earlier date is essential in the light of the possibility 
that the Zionists will perhaps launch their planned pre- 
ventive war against the Arabs before summer? 





Idle Hands lLooxinc Back over the years we have 

observed the increase in legislation to 
keep young people from gainful employment in the 
mistaken belief that for them to labor interferes with their 
mental and physical development and will tend to retard 
their education. 

We have long questioned the wisdom of such a course 
as we well remember the days of our youth when we 
were compelled to rise between four and five o’clock 
every morning to milk the cows and attend to all necessary 
farm chores before breakfast. Then, following the hours 
spent in school, we hurried home to complete our chores 
before supper. We have never regretted the hardy dis- 
cipline of those years of labor and schooling, for they 
have paid rich dividends in health, physical stamina and 
experience in later years. 

When reference is made to nervous breakdowns sup- 
posedly caused by overwork, we often wonder if the 
physical or mental disorders attributed to overwork 
should not be charged instead to anxiety, worry or some 
other psychological cause. Our experience has been that 
excessive work, if with proper incentive and unaccom- 
panied by anxiety or worry, and when followed by 
refreshing sleep, still finds one ready at the dawn of the 
new day for a full schedule of renewed activity. 

A United States Committee has been investigating 
crime among our youth and its findings were commented 
upon editorially by the Boston Daily Record of January 10, 
1956 as follows: 


*‘A subcommittee of the United States Senate, investigating 
juvenile delinquency in Massachusetts and other states, says 
there is a definite connection between criminal tendencies among 
young people and the lack of teen-age employment opportuni- 
ties. 

“Thirty per cent of the nation’s teen-agers who are not in 
school are out of work, the Senators discovered. Also, many are 
seeking jobs, but are so poorly prepared that they cannot get 
them. 

“Others, equally unfit for the business of earning a living, are 
discouraged and ‘just drift, waiting for something to happen 
before they are drafted for military service.’ We should have an- 
ticipated this when we were writing laws calculated to keep 
youngsters out of gainful employment and in schools. 

“‘Apparently, we succeeded almost too well in the former and 
failed miserably in the latter.” 


This editorial expresses what we have always known 
to be true, that legislative enactments have discouraged 
employment of youth with the results which have in- 
evitably followed. In past generations boys were expected 
to work, beginning with home chores as soon as they 
were old enough to do them, and continuing on into 
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gainful employment even while attending school. The 
naturally abundant capacity of youth for physical and 
mental activity was put to good use and there was no 
time for bored idleness and consequent mischief. 

Today our government has been doing everything it 
could to discourage the employment of youth, thus 
giving too much leisure time to those who are not com- 
petent to use it to the best advantage. Because of the 
lack of discipline that honest labor instills into the minds 
of those engaged in daily work, many of the youth of our 
land are in the position the Senate Committee reports; 
they are inadequately prepared to take on the responsi- 
bilities of a job and they are unfit to be trusted to do their 
work well. 

Due to misguided efforts to protect the youth of our 
land, we have marred their great heritage which would 
permit them to use their own ingenuity to make some- 
thing of themselves. We have stifled their incentive to 
learn a trade and channel their full-running energies into 
useful work in order to carve out a place for themselves 
in this world of ours, employing their own innate abilities 
in individual effort for the very love of it. 





“Death “Penalty Tue TREND Topay is toward doing 

away with capital punishment for 
criminal offenses. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts is 
considering a five-year moratorium On capital punishment. 
Already in this state leniency in the handling of capital 
crimes has resulted in a great increase in violence, with 
holdups and murders reaching a new high. Great Britain 
is also moving toward the abolition of capital punishment 
and they too will experience a marked acceleration in 
crimes committed. 

Neither individuals nor nations have a right to set up 
their own standards of moral conduct. In the Law of the 
Lord, recorded in the Scriptures, God has set forth what is 
required of both men and nations in their relationship to 
Him and to their fellow men. For example, if we repudiate 
any of the Ten Commandments as outmoded by our mod- 
ern way Of life, the inevitable result of the failure to observe 
their requirements will follow. One of those command- 
ments states: 


“Thou shalt not kill.” (Ex. 20: 13.) 


This is addressed to the individual — “‘ Thou.” In other 
words, you shall not kill. But it cannot be denied that there 
will be those who will violate this commandment. What is 
to be done with them? 

God made provision for the fact that some would refuse 
to obey His laws. Therefore, when governments were in- 
stituted, He commanded that they should administer 
justice in the land. The statute under which the murderer is 
to be brought to justice is as follows: 


**And surely your blood of your lives will I require; at the hand 
of every beast will I require it, and at the hand of man; at the 
hand of every man’s brother will I require the life of man. Whoso 
sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his blood be shed.” (Gen. 
9: 5-6.) 


Those who had charge of administering the affairs of 
state were given the added responsibility of administering 
(Continued on page 173) 
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chaotic conditions of the Middle East that to the 

casual observer it must seem as if that region could 
be named more aptly: The Muddled East. Much of the 
muddle begins to recede from the distortion in the picture, 
however, if we ask and answer the question: Who are the 
Egyptians? 

One way of answering this question is to make the nega- 
tively positive assertion that they are not Arabs. Indeed, an 
Egyptian of good family considers it as much an insult to 
be called an Arab, as a purebred Arab considers it deroga- 
tory to be called an Egyptian. 

Egypt came under Moslem influence in a.p. 641, some 
nine years after the death of Mahomet. As a result Egypt 
became an integral part of the Arab world, which at its 
peak extended from Spain to Persia. Since those days 
Egypt has been culturally an Arab country. But the Egyp- 
tian people are not racially Arab. 

The Egyptians had a long and glamorous history up to 
the time of their subjugation by the Romans and it is this 
basic pride of race which makes them feel superior to the 
Arabs. Having once had the Caliphate in Cairo makes 
Egyptians ambitious to claim a position of leadership in 
the Arab world. The fact that the Egyptians are an African 
people, by contrast with the Arabs who originated in Asia 
Minor, also helps to explain why the Egyptians have few 
qualms in trying to undermine the regimes in neighboring 
Arab countries whenever they imagine that by doing so 
they can exploit the situation to their own advantage. 


An Arab Nation 


Once we appreciate the fact that the Egyptians, al- 
though accepted as an “‘Arab” nation, are not a nation of 
Arabs, many of the otherwise enigmatic features of the 
present situation unveil themselves before our eyes. 

Thus it came about that recently the world was witness 
of the spectacle of the Iraqi Minister of the Interior, 
Saeed Qazzaz, reporting to Parliament that “‘subversive 
groups with a diplomatic mission in Iraq were working against 
the Baghdad Pact; an Arab nation (he made it clear he meant 
Egypt| is helping extremists to plan the assassination of Iraqi 
leaders.” 

At the same time that this report was being made in 
Baghdad, a similar announcement was being made in the 
capital of Transjordan to the effect that Egyptian agents 
had led the (January) riots in Amman and the Jordan 
sector of Jerusalem. 

King Hussein of Jordan, who is the world’s only jet- 
pilot-flying monarch, looked up at Vampire Jet-bombers 
of the R.A.F. flying overhead as he discussed this crisis in 
Amman with Sefton Delmer, who comments on the inter- 
view somewhat wryly: 


S NUMEROUS ARE the crosscurrents involved in the 


“*We are trying to arrange a meeting of heads of A-Rab 
States,’ said the king, aspirating the R in Arab, and arrange, 
more heavily than I have ever heard any Arab do so before. ‘We 
do not know yet who was behind the trouble in our country’; 
the king gestured with his hands as though in diplomatic appease- 
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ment. ‘Until we do know, we will not accuse any outside Power 
of interference. And as far as the friendship and alliance between 
Britain and Jordan is concerned, I am sure that our friendship 
and alliance will grow stronger and closer still.’ 

“It takes real courage to protest such friendship in an Arab 
country today, particularly for the young king, who is under 
attack from Moslem fanatics, pro-Egyptians and Communists 
alike for his Western leanings and habit of taking a two-month 
holiday in Europe every year.” 


Inspired by the courageous attitude of their king, the 
newly-elected Jordanian Cabinet dealt with the Egyptian 
agents summarily by issuing an expulsion order against 
Major Mahmoud Sala Eddin, Egypt’s military attaché, 
in Amman. 

Similarly, in Iraq, the precipitant flight of the Egyptian 
military attaché, Lt. Col. Mahmoud Kemel El-Hinawi, 
immediately following the arrest of his No. 1 agent, the 
German-trained Egyptian commando-officer, Capt. Mo- 
hammed Ali Issa, broke up the plot to overthrow Iraq’s 
anti-Soviet Premier Nuri, which was to have been followed 
by the abdication of King Feisal and the setting up of a 
military dictatorship in Iraq on a similar model to that 
already set up in Egypt. 


The Zionist Danger 


Somewhat ironically Reuters agency reported a meeting 
between the Prime Ministers of Jordan and Egypt in 
Cairo, to discuss “‘the dangers facing Arab countries in general 
and the Kionist danger in particular.” Indeed, it is this fear 
of Zionist expansionist ambitions — backed by the world 
force which is behind it — which prompts the Arab na- 
tions to continue enlisting Egyptian aid despite the provo- 
cation to which they are being subjected through subver- 
sive interference in their internal affairs. 

Meanwhile, tension was rising in Syria as the result of 
persistent rumors of Israeli plans to launch an attack on the 
frontier directly after the rainy season ended in March. 
As the Syrian Prime Minister, Sayed Ghazzi, exclaimed: 


‘The situation is so serious that an urgent meeting of Arab 
rulers and heads of State is necessary to take decisive action. The 
stumbling block in this connection is Colonel Nasser’s refusal of 
King Hussein’s invitation to attend such a meeting because of 
objections to the participation of Iraq.” 


Tigris and Nile 


Here we come up against another enigma difficult to 
fathom until the true position of Egypt in the setup is 
examined and explained. Why should Egypt — while 
aspiring to play the role of leader in the Arab world — be’ 
so hostile to the Baghdad Pact, which greatly extends the 
sphere of influence of the Arab nations? The reason is that 
Iraq is Egypt’s rival for pride of place as leader and Egypt 
is too proud to play second fiddle to Iraq. 

It is the age-old rivalry between the Tigris (or Eu- 
phrates) and the Nile, emerging once again in modern 
times in new form. And this rivalry has grown immensely 
in intensity due to Iraq’s rapidly increasing prosperity 
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derived from oil, by contrast with Egypt’s declining wealth 
derived from cotton; whereas, of revenues derived from 
oil, Egypt has none. 

If this rivalry were the only cause of tension, the situa- 
tion might differ little in essence from the stresses which 
always tend to exist between expanding forces. But it is a 
situation being aggravated actively by the Kremlin, who, 
in the Amman and Jerusalem rioting, employed for the 
first time highly trained Communist street fighters, or- 
ganized in teams. When one team failed another was 
immediately poured in as reinforcement, each team num- 
bering 2,000 men. 

Against such shock tactics the Police were powerless 
and Glubb Pasha’s famous “Arab Legion” had to be 
called in to restore law and order. The rioting was a 
*“‘dress rehearsal,” representing the latest Communist 
*‘technique” and one which is scheduled for repetition in 
many other cities besides the capital of the Beni-Ammon. 

In spite of such violent provocation, the Jordanian Gov- 
ernment continued to seek a rapprochement with Egypt. 
Thus, on his return from a tour of five Arab capitals, 
Samir El-Rifai, the Prime Minister of Jordan, on being 
interviewed by a Times correspondent, reviewed the posi- 
tion in the following terms: 


“A point of contact between Cairo and Baghdad is what we 
must find. One cause of tension between Egypt and Iraq is a 
basic difference in political outlook. In his attitude to the Arab 
world — of which he considers Egypt to be an integral part — 
Colonel Nasser feels it is incumbent upon him to attack ‘colonial- 
ism’ wherever he thinks he discerns it in any Arab country. 

‘Naturally I find myself in sympathy, as any Arab must, with 
Colonel Nasser’s principle that national policy must be dictated 
from within and not from without. But that is precisely the way 
in which the Iraqis see the Baghdad Pact; as their own creation, 
not something from outside. To suppose that the Pact is the crea- 
tion of General Nuri and the English, and that no one else in 
Iraq wants it, is a mistake. I talked to no Iraqi statesman of what- 
ever party or affiliation who did not back the Pact. It is vain to 
suppose that Iraq will abandon her principle any more than 
Egypt will. So what can we do? 


A United Front 


“Our main object is to align the Arab states in unity so that 
they can face Zionism and Communism. I am not thinking of 
organic federation, but only of a united front for a common 
aim, collective security in fact. The other Arab states and peoples 
are anxious to see this effected. It is essential, therefore, that this 
rift between the Nile and the Tigris be healed. We [Jordan] are 
the body suspended between the two wings and we do want 
them to beat in unison.” 


Finally, Sefton Delmer, Daily Express correspondent, in 
his dispatch from Baghdad, has some characteristically 
pungent comments to make when he avers: 


*‘As a reporter who was in the Far East to witness the fall of 
China and Indo-China, I make the following proposals of practi- 
cal policy, based on what I see going on around me in Iraq. And 
don’t overlook that Iraq, with Jordan and the friendly sheikdoms 
on the Persian Gulf, constitute the last Arab bastion still loyal to 
the West. 

““My proposals are: Get rid of the starry-eyed quacks and doc- 
trinaires foisted on Iraq by the United Nations. Or at least screen 
them with the same realism that the Iraqi government is screen- 
ing the Officer Corps of its own Army. For man for man these 
so-called ‘Expert Advisers’ are more dangerous to us than a 
thousand times their number of agitators or their aides from Egypt 
and Saudi-Arabia. 
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“Give the Iraqi army more arms than they are getting. When 
I called on Iraq’s young Harrow-educated King Feisal and his 
uncle, Crown Prince Abdul Illah, at the Royal Palace, it was 
the main point made by the ex-Regent. ‘Show your confidence 
in us as allies,’ he said. The ex-Regent would also like to see 
Baghdad as the center of a big anti-Communist propaganda or- 
ganization of the Baghdad Pact Powers, plus Jordan. It is cer- 
tainly needed. Baghdad, which will shortly open a new three- 
quarter million pound radio station, is the right headquarters.” 


The subsequent arrival in Baghdad of General Sir 
Gerald Templer, Chief of the British Imperial General 
Staff, was with the object of setting up a five-nation De- 
fense Council. Admiral Cassidy, Commander of the U. S. 
Mediterranean Fleet, and General Johnson of the U. S. 
Army, also attended the conference at which the top gen- 
erals of Turkey, Persia, Pakistan and Iraq were present. 
A permanent Military Committee was thereupon estab- 
lished with headquarters in Baghdad. 


Ocean of Oil 


As the News Chronicle comments cannily: “One of the ob- 
jectives of the Council will be to prevent the Soviet getting their 
hands on, or denying to us, the ocean of oil known to exist under 
the Levant.” 

The Kremlin reaction to this development was a speed- 
ing up of counter-measures. Thus Walter Farr, Daily Mail 
correspondent in Cairo, describes what he calls: “‘ The 
Riddle of Czech Tourists’: 


“Russia has started a large-scale civilian invasion of Egypt. 
The number of Russian ‘tourists’ arriving in Cairo has jumped 
six times the figure of a year ago, and is still increasing. All pre- 
tend to be Czechs and carry brand new Czech passports. 

“These Red ‘tourists’ include street fighters, agitators, propa- 
gandists, Senior service officers and instructors to explain the 
new and complicated weapons being sent to the Egyptians. Some 
are already in direct contact with Egyptian Army units responsi- 
ble for guarding Britain’s bases in the Suez Canal Zone. Others 
are moving on from Egypt to Syria, Jordan and other Arab 
countries. 

“Their appearance and methods recall the hordes of 
Nazi ‘tourists’ who turned up in European countries before 
the Hitler invasions. They confirm that the Russian Communist 
boss, Khrushchev, is rushing ahead with his plan to use the arms 
deal to dominate the Middle East and cut Britain off from the 
Persian Gulf oil supplies.” 


Russia Moving In 


Moreover, the Daily Telegraph Diplomatic Correspond- 
ent was equally forthright when he confirmed: 


‘Russia moved openly to challenge the stand taken by Britain 
and the United States following the Eden-Eisenhower conference 
in Washington for preserving peace in the Middle East. And 
Russia now considers it high time to move in to the Middle 
East on the international plane, following the successful local 
interference and arms deals. Russia is determined to increase 
friction in the area by insisting that any preventive action in the 
event of actual hostilities should be undertaken only through 
the Security Council where Russia’s veto would operate.”’ 


In Washington officials commenting upon the obvious 
dilemma inherent in this challenge expressed the view that 
action in the Middle East might have to be taken “‘out- 
side’ of the United Nations organization, should the 
Soviet invoke the veto. It is hardly necessary to add that 
an objective assessment of the situation in’the light of these

the events of history may be likened to a complex rail- 

way system having main trunk lines which link up 
principal towns and junctions, while subsidiary lines serve 
routes and places of lesser importance. 

Main railways have imposing stations at points of de- 
parture and termination, as, for example, Edinburgh and 
London. Equally so, main day-periods have outstanding 
events, or crises, at their commencement and ending. 
This has already proved to be the case, and we suspect 
may do so again — for example, in connection with the 
date, December 9, 1957, to which special reference was made 
in Part I of this series of articles. In this installment we 
draw attention to several periods converging upon it like 
many railway lines at the approach of some grand ter- 
minus. 

We may regard the route ending December 9, 1957 as a 
main trunk line. Glance at it again:

Only a few of the “stations” (events) are shown on the 
above chart. At once it is observed that each of the first 
three dates recur forty years later; furthermore, we notice 
something we have perhaps never before realized; viz., 
that, when expressed in terms of days, a period of forty 
years consists of ten cycles of 1335, plus one of 1260 days. Both 
of these numbers are fundamental Bible periods associated 
with the end of the age — 1335 denoting blessing (Dan. 
12: 12); 1260, or “‘forty and two [prophetic] months,” 
denoting trial or tribulation and relating, in one instance, 
to Jerusalem (Rev. 11: 2). 

Other points to keep in mind as we proceed are as 
follows: 

7) Dr. Grattan Guinness, a prophetic student, in a book 
published in 1886, pointed to 1917 as a year, in connection 
with Jerusalem, marked for blessing. 

2) Dr. Joseph Wild, an American student of prophecy, 
in a publication dated 1880, pointed to 1957 also as a year 
marked for blessing. 

3) In the Jewish calendar, which differs year by year 
from ours, December 9, 1917 coincided with the 24th day 
of their 9th month Kislev, a day marked in Bible prophecy 
for blessing (Hag. 2: 18-19). 

4) The sign given by Jesus that the closing epoch of this 
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age had been entered would be Jerusalem’s liberation: 
‘Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled” (Luke 21: 24). 

5) After naming certain unmistakable circumstances as 
signs for the identification of this closing epoch, Jesus 
concluded by saying, ““This generation shall not pass, till 
all these things be fulfilled’’ (Matt. 24: 34). Now the same 
Greek word here translated “‘generation” — genea — is 
shown in Hebrews 3: 9-10 to represent forty years. 

6) Further confirmation pointing to the importance of 
the forty years ending December 9, 1957 comes from the 
fact that it dovetails exactly into the entirely independent 
geometrical inch-month system of the Great Pyramid (see 
diagram in Destiny, March 1956, p. 58). 

7) Hence, the startling question presents itself: “Can 
this forty years ending December 9, 1957 be the closing 
“generation” referred to by our Lord in His Olivet 
prophecy? 

In these investigations, which have extended for many 
years, we cannot recall an instance when so many day- 
periods have converged upon a single date as they do in the 
case of December 9, 1957. In addition to events in the 
graph shown above, others, now to be considered, will 
include important dates in connection with the start and 
end of World War I, the Russian Revolution, the Peace 
Treaty, events relating to the Roman Catholic Church, 
economic crises, the League of Nations, World War II, 
the United Nations, etc. But to begin with we need to go 
back to the Morocco Crisis. 


Morocco Crisis — July 18-25, 1911 


Few today remember this war scare, caused by Germany 
suddenly presenting France with impossible demands as 
compensation for the alleged disturbance of her rights in 
Morocco. “‘It seems probable,”’ says Sir Winston Churchill, 
‘that the Germans did not mean war on this occasion. But 
they meant to test the ground, and in doing so they were 
prepared to go to the very edge of the precipice.” 

One day we noticed that from this week of crisis, 2300 
days — the period for “cleansing” (Dan. 8: 14) — had 
expired at the week of the Russian Revolution, November 
3-10, 1917. (The Soviet Government was established 
November 7, 1917.) A drastic “cleansing” and purging 
followed. 

Seven times 2300 days from the same starting-point 
ended August 16-23, 1955, when France found herself 
confronted with another critical situation due to rioting 
in Morocco and Algeria, so that, as is usually the case, the 
event at the commencement bore some resemblance to the 
event at the close. On August 20th over 700 dead were 
reported and 25 towns in Algeria were attacked by rebels; 
on the 22nd, French troops went into action with planes, 
tanks and armored cars. 
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What was the cause of this revolt? M. Faure stated on 
August 21st that “‘rebels were being ruled from abroad”’; 
while, on the 25th, Mr. Dulles stated that reports indi- 
cated “‘Russia may have offered military equipment to 
Egypt and other Arab States.”” Another report ten days 
later stated that Soviet policy aimed at dominating the 
Near and Middle East and North Africa. If this Morocco 
Revolt was Soviet-inspired, then it is interesting to note 
that it fell 6 x 2300 days from the Soviet Revolution in 
Russia. But observe the 840 days extension beyond August 
16-23, 1955, terminating December 3-10, 1957:

Jesus said the world at the end would be “‘as it was in the 
days of Noah” (Luke 17: 26). We read in the Scriptures 
that wickedness was rife then, the earth was filled with 
violence (Gen. 6: 5-13) and, in spite of warnings, people 
were living and planning their lives unmindful of the peril 
ahead. 

But God’s servant, Noah, knew. He had been given two 
chronological warnings — one a period of 120 years, which 
he realized was about to expire; and another, a very 
strange one, in the person of his grandfather, Methuselah, 
whose name meant “the man of the arrow” (The Speaker's 
Commentary gives it as “‘the missive of death’), implying 
that his death would be the signal that judgment was 
about to fall. That such proved to be the case, although 
we are not told so in actual words, is evident for, upon 
adding Methuselah’s age at the birth of Lamech (187), to 
Lamech’s age at the birth of Noah (182), to Noah’s age 
when the Flood came (600), we find the sum to be that 
given for Methuselah’s age at death, viz., 969 years, show- 
ing that the old man must have died the very year in which 
the Flood came. 

**As it was in the days of Noah!”’ Are Christians to be 
similarly warned? It has been suggested that cycles of 840 
days (7 x 720) may stand for Divine warning. If so, the 
above period of 840 days ending December 9, 1957 will 
not be without meaning. 


“Titanic” Disaster — April 14-15, 1912 


Harold Norris declared this terrible occurrence to have 
been “‘a warning of the time of catastrophe which closes 
the present age.’’ Now the cycle just considered — 840 
days — dating from April 14-15, 1912, ran out on the very 
day Germany declared war on France, August 2-3, 1914. 

For some years prior to Hitler’s setting the match to 
World War II, desolation cycles of 1290 days were ob- 
served running out for Germany. Now this same period 
is found associated with Russia and events aimed at 
countering her aggressive moves. In 1290 days there are 
43 prophetic months of 30 days, but major happenings 
belonging to this category have run out on a solar scale, 
t.e., periods of 43 solar months, twelve cycles of which 
complete 43 solar years. Measured from the Titanic Disas- 
ter, such a period ended April 14—15, 1955, when Moscow 
concluded a treaty with Austria restoring her inde- 
pendence. If strategic considerations were the motive 
behind this, it would explain the sinister day-period con- 
necting the two events. A further 840 days beyond April 
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15 will expire August 2, 1957; and 969 days beyond April 
15 (as an esteemed collaborator has pointed out) will 
expire December 9, 1957:

Balkan War — October 1912 


This has been described as the prelude to World War I. 
While fighting began October 6-7, 1912, its decisive bat- 
tle, that of Lule Burgas, commenced October 27-28, 
1912. This, according to Mr. David Davidson, was an 
important date in the Great Pyramid, marking as it did 
the beginning of the sudden drop in height of the roof of 
the Grand Gallery, which continued till it reached the 
roof of the First Low Passage, August 4-5, 1914. This 
“falling away” in height has been regarded by some as 
symbolizing the deterioration in world conditions leading 
to the first world war. And it is perhaps natural to inquire 
whether in this respect history is to repeat itself. 

A period of 12 x 1290 days (solar) from October 27-28, 
1912 ended with the opening of the Foreign Ministers 
Conference at Geneva, October 27, 1955, when, as was 
observed, “‘It soon became evident that the cordiality 
which had marked the top level meeting in July had 
evaporated.”’ The Conference was a failure and since then 
the world situation has worsened. It is rather remarkable 
that the interval between October 27-28, 1955 and August 
2-3, 1957 should be just 645 — the half of 1290 — days; 
for the latter date, as we shall now see, is also highly 
significant:

Russia and Germany at War— August 1-3, 1914 


Very early in these researches we noticed that Russia 
was at war 1290 days — the time-mark of the Desolator! 
Germany declared war against Russia on August 1, 1914, 
and against France and Belgium on August 3. On Febru- 
ary 10-11, 1918, 1290 days later, Russia withdrew from 
the conflict — Trotsky refusing to fight on or to make 
peace. But as Germany continued to batter her armies, 
Russia at last surrendered on March 1, 1918 — 1290 days 
(solar) from her entry into the war — and at Brest Litovsk, 
two days later, signed the peace. 

A further 6 x 1290 days (solar) from March 1, 1918 — 
that is to say, 7 x 1290 days (solar) from Russia and Ger- 
many’s entry into the first war — the opening shots were 
fired of World War II, when Hitler struck at Poland on 
September 1, 1939. Did this 1290 (solar) line end there, 
or will it have a 12 x 1290 (solar) termination as in the 
case of the two instances noted above? All the evidence 
seems to point that it will do so. On August 1-3, 1957, this 
period will have returned full cycle to the day and month 
from whence it started. It is also to be observed that from 
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the commencement of hostilities in World War II, 5 x 1335 
days (inclusive) will end December 9-11, 1957. Such 
synchronizations, it must be admitted, are remarkable.

Let us glance now at one or two main-line periods start- 
ing from the end of the first world war. 


Hostilities End, World War I— 
November 9-11, 1918 


One of the most marked dates encountered so far in 
these studies was May 10, 1940, when Hitler launched his 
Blitzkrieg and World War II began in all its fury. Several 
striking day-periods converged on this terminus, among 
them being six times 1290 days (solar) from the Armistice. 
We quite expected the seventh likewise to end signifi- 
cantly, but apart from the fact that it completed a month 
of major war conferences at Cairo and Teheran, when 
decisions were taken that spelled doom for Hitler, no event 
of consequence, so far as we know, fell on the date, vz., 
December 10, 1943. But if four times 1260 days (solar) are 
measured beyond this, we arrive again at December 9-11, 
1957:

Our Lord gave as one warning sign of the end, ‘“The 

sun shall be darkened”? (Matt. 24: 29). At the time we 
wondered whether the total eclipse of the sun, June 29, 
1927, the first to be visible over England for more than 
100 years, would have any place in the day-periods. It 
fell 214 times 1260 plus 2 days from the Armistice, but to 
this we did not attach much importance. Later we dis- 
covered, however, that from this eclipse 2300 days had 
expired at the “eclipse” of the League of Nations suffered 
by the sudden withdrawal of Germany from it. But of 
even greater interest is the fact that from October 14-16, 
1933, when this “‘eclipse”’ was experienced by the League, 
10 x 840 days will end October 13-15, 1956 (October 15, 
1956 is the important terminal to which attention was 
drawn in Part I); while seven times 1260 days will end 
December 7-9, 1957:

Peace Treaty Crisis — June 18-28, 1919 


June 18, 1919 saw the Peace Conference at Versailles 
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threatened with a deadlock and allied armies preparing to 
march into Germany. The resignation of the German 
Ministry and election of a new one led to the signing of the 
Peace Treaty on June 28. 

From this important epoch a chain of 1260 days con- 
nected a succession of appropriate events. As Germany’s 
reluctance to sign the Peace Treaty was largely on account 
of its crippling economic clauses, it is not out of place to 
find that three times 1260 days brought the American 
Financial Crisis, October 23—November 2, 1929; or that 
five times 1260 days brought the French Financial Crisis, 
September 16-26, 1936, when France went “‘off gold’’; 
seven-and-a-half times 1260 days brought the end of 
World War II in Europe, May 2-12, 1945; while ten times 
brought the French Presidency Crisis, December 16-26, 
1953:

On the 25th and 26th of their ninth month Aislev, the 
Jews keep their Feast of Dedication when, year by year, 
they commemorate the “cleansing” of the Tempie by 
Judas Maccabaeus from the desecrations of Antiochus 
Epiphanes and its rededication to the service of Jehovah. 
The Jewish Calendar, being half solar and half lunar, 
differs from ours, of course, year by year. A reference to 
Destiny, February 1956 (pp. 45-46), will show, for in- 
stance, that in 1954 it fell on December 20—21, while in the 
present year of 1956 it falls on November 29-30. But this is 
what is extremely significant — in 1957 it will actually fall 
on December 9-10! 

Mr. William O. Lay, Jr., has drawn attention to the 
fact that 12 x 1290 days (solar) from the Archduke’s As- 
sassination will expire June 28, 1957 (from which it would 
seem the whole 37 days, June 28—August 4, 1957, may 
prove a critical period). Now June 28, 1957 will be 5 x 
1260 plus 1290 days from the start of the French Financial 
Crisis, September 16, 1936; also marked in the Great 
Pyramid as the date of entrance into the King’s Chamber:

Both the League of Nations and the United Nations 
have been “Anglo-Saxon conceptions arising from the 
moral earnestness of persons of similar temperament on 
both sides the Atlantic.” And, in acting the role of peace- 
maker, Israel has played a noble part. What has been 
wrong is that her policy has been at variance with Divine 
principles and contrary to warnings given in Bible proph- 
ecy. It is Jesus Christ — at His second coming — who is 
to. bring peace to this troubled world. Not until the nations 
have accepted Him, and have been “‘born again” and 
endued with a new heart and new spirit, will true and 
lasting peace be possible. That religious leaders in these 
days would lack understanding in prophetic matters is 
made clear by Isaiah, who foretold that prophecy to them 
would be “‘as the words of a book that is sealed”’ (Isa.

By a strange coincidence day-periods from important 
happenings of the Roman Catholic Church — as, for ex- 
ample, the Decree of Papal Infallibility (July 18, 1870), 
the Papal-Italian Agreement (Feb. 9-11, 1929), the New 
Dogma of the bodily assumption into heaven of the Blessed 
Virgin promulgated by the Pope (November 1, 1950); 
together with the commencement of hostilities in the 
Korean War (June 25, 1950) and the Soviet announcement 
of the H-Bomb (August 20, 1953) — all converge on a 
date referred to above, October 15, 1956! As these were 
dealt with in Part I, they need not be considered again in 
detail here. But the point to note is that October 15, 1956 
will be 420 days prior to December 9, 1957, which is one- 
third of 1260, or exactly two-thirds the distance between 
June 28, 1954 and December 9, 1957. Sometimes an im- 
portant junction precedes a main railway terminus, where 
*‘All change!” is heard and the journey is concluded on 
another line. May not October 15, 1956 be in the nature 
of such a junction? It is merely a suggestion. 

Consider the day-periods running out ahead. Each has 
its message in God’s handwriting; do one or more of them 
apply to us? 2300 = cleansing; 390 = chastisement; 840 = 
warning; 1260 = trial or tribulation; 1290 = desolation; 
1335 = blessing. 

A writer has likened Christians today to travelers ap- 
proaching the end of a very long journey — a large city — 
a place on a map never before visited. ‘They know from the 
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distance traversed, from passing signs, from the increasing 
number of rail tracks on either side, that they are nearing 
the end. Some of them are already standing up, making 
preparations to leave, and congratulating each other with 
a glad, “‘Here we are at last!’

London, March 1 (By Case) 
SOVIET LEADERS are absolutely convinced that the 
survival of the Communist bloc will entirely depend 
upon gaining control of the Near and Middle East, 
which is held to involve the whole of the North African 
strip from Casablanca to Suez, the Dardanelles, the 
Persian Gulf, and a central Asian bloc consisting of Persia 
and Afghanistan. The Russian leaders also know that in 
order to achieve this objective (which they deem to be 
imperative) it is of the utmost importance to neutralize 
Western Europe and to reduce the tension between Russia 
on the one hand and the Anglo-American alliance on the 
other, in order to clear a way for the strategic projects 
needed to counterbalance China. 

In consequence, the Soviet leaders are forced into a 
series of contradictory attitudes. They have to press for- 
ward in the Middle Eastern areas, at the same time neu- 
tralizing Europe and pacifying America and Britain. 
Somewhat naturally, they find this difficult to do. That is 
why on one day we have alarming reports from Russia 
and on the next day soothing reassurances. How all this 
will precisely work out is, of course, hidden in the mists of 
time. We can only be sure of one thing — namely, that 
Russia will never abandon her efforts to counterbalance 
China and that she will make every effort to neutralize 
Europe and to destroy any tendency on the part of America 
or Britain to interfere with her Middle Eastern projects. 

The contradictions on the Western side spring from a 
genuine horror of any actions which might lead to war and 
equally genuine recognition of the dangers in the Middle 
East; the impossibility of allowing Russia to gain domina- 
tion in the Middle East and the undoubted force of the 
peace movement, both in America and Britain, to which 
may be added the even stronger forces of neutralism in 
Europe. The American and British governments are trying 
to keep the public mind fixed on the dangers in the Middle 
East and, at the same time, to keep up hopes of peace lest 
either the Republican party in America or the Conserva- 
tive party in Britain be accused of obstructing a com- 
promise and of warmongering. It is tempting to think that 
only decisive physical actions which put all these questions 
beyond argument will bring an end to the contradictory 
postures taken up on alternate days both in the East and 
in the West. The important thing to do is to keep one’s 
eye on what is in fact happening as opposed to what is 
being said. This is very difficult for public opinion because, 
generally speaking, the newspapers change their tune 
according to the latest slant and, on the whole, find it 
easier to sell their publications if they come down on the 
cheerful side whenever possible. 

It is widely felt that if Bulganin and Khrushchev pay 
their proposed visit to Britain, they will be received in 
quite a tough fashion and will learn what’s what. This 
observer is not sure about that. The visit could easily lull 
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Western opinion soundly to sleep again unless, of course, 
in the meantime Russia is forced by events to increase her 
pressures in the Middle East. 

Many people think that influential Zionists have played 
a large part in guiding public opinion in all Western coun- 
tries. They accuse sections of Jewish opinion of having 
favored the Russian revolution because the Czarist regime 
had been anti-Semitic. It is alleged that certain powerful 
banking houses aided Communism in order to eliminate 
the anti-Semitic regime of the Czars. It is said that many 
Zionists felt that the establishment of a National Home 
would be easier if Socialist or Communist regimes received 
some encouragement. It is alleged that Jewish influence 
consistently backed leftism because the left was more 
opposed to anti-Semitism than the right, and because, 
whatever the threat to capitalism, support of the left 
would prove the safer bet. This opinion about Jewish 
policy has long been widely held in many circles. Many 
people feel strongly on the subject. 

What are the facts? The Jewish community and most 
Zionists were, without doubt, anti-Russian up to 1917. 
Very many leading Zionists were Russian-born and felt 
bitter hatred of the Czars. They regarded the revolution 
as emancipation. Jews were therefore prominent in the 
Russian revolution and played a large part in devising 
Communist philosophy. Jewish influence has, on the 
whole, tended toward supporting the left wing in the 
politics of every Western country, though there have been 
very important exceptions to this. Jewish influence was 
prominent in demanding an alliance with and aid to 
Russia in World War II. It favored the concessions made 
at Yalta. It used its influence against those who disliked 
Yalta. 

The foregoing facts are beyond dispute and would not be 
disputed by most Jews themselves, although many in- 
dividual Jews opposed these policies. The consequence is 
that the Jews in general and Zionists in particular have 
created an influential opinion which is strongly opposed to 
them. They have been successful in achieving many of 
their objectives only at the cost of creating a body of opin- 
ion which dislikes them and would be glad to see them in 
difficulties. They have very little real sympathy over their 
present difficulties in the Middle East. Apart from the 
Russian question, many people in all Western countries 
would like to see Israel eat humble pie. If the Arabs could 
safely be supported without Russia gaining the upper hand 
in the Middle East, most non-Jewish opinion in the West 
would be pleased. The idea of having to support Israel 
against the Arabs is very unpopular. 

But something has happened which neither the Jews nor 
anti-Jewish opinion expected. This has put both into a new 
situation. Communist Russia (the undoubted child of 
Jewish action) has turned against its early sponsors. The 
Jews are caught between a bitter anti-Semitic Russian 
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Communist nationalism and a Western opinion which 
feels that its injuries arise from Jewish sponsorship of 
Marxism. Jews and anti-Jews, therefore, find themselves 
in a difficult situation. Many Jews are neither comfortable 
nor experienced in courting Conservatives. The Con- 
servatives are reluctant to forget their injuries. Almost the 
only Western Conservatives who do not mind supporting 
Israel are a small group who hold old-fashioned Evangeli- 
cal Church views and who see [or think they see — Eb.] 
in the formation of Israel a fulfillment of the Biblical 
prophecies. 

Jewish influence is at present inclined to look toward the 
old-fashioned Evangelicals and the Socialist Party in 
Britain and toward the Democrats in America. This is a 
curious mixture indeed. Jewish influence is angry with 
Eden and Eisenhower. In Britain, the Socialist Party may 
be theoretically more pro-Israel than the Conservatives, 
but it is less likely to prove technically effective in opposing 
Russia in the Middle East. Many observers think Jewish 
opinion is adding to its difficulties by taking this line, 
because even if the Socialists are pro-Israel and have a 
better political chance of selling a tough policy, they are 
incompetent. 

For the present at least, Jewish influence is, in the main, 
distrustful of the Conservatives and of Eden in particular. 
This observer thinks this to be a mistake. It will add to the 
anti-Zionism of many Conservatives. In America, the issue 
is much the same. Many Jews think that Eisenhower and 
Dulles are unsympathetic to Israel and that the Republi- 
cans so much fear being accused of warmongering that 
they will not be tough. Many Jews argue that the Demo- 
crats would not only support Israel but would be less 
afraid of a tough policy in general. 

They recognize Dulles as a strong anti-Communist but 
they say Truman actually fought in Korea, whereas the 
Republicans, in fact, compromised there and in Indo- 
China. However unfair this may be, it seems to influence 
Jewish opinion. The Jews seem convinced that the Demo- 
crats can afford a tougher policy than the Republicans. It 
would seem, therefore, that we can expect the main weight 
of Jewish influence to harden against Russia but to sup- 
port the present opposition parties in both America and 
Britain. 

Egypt is out to destroy Israel. Her government is glad 
to have Soviet aid to achieve this and has influential 
members who are ideologically pro-Communist. Turkey 
is in danger of isolation. Persia is likely to be lost. Saudi 
Arabia is rotten with money and is badly ruled by over- 
indulged princes. North Africa is going pro-Russian via 
Egypt. Iraq and Jordan are worth an effort to save but are 
in danger. Israel has been forced into being anti-Russian 
and possesses powerful military resources. She is fanatical 
and efficient. The inspiration of all the trouble in the 
Middle East is Russia. Russia will not change her policy 
because it is essential for her to dominate this area if she is 
to be equal to China twenty years from now. It is probable 
that there will be an armed clash in the Middle East. The 
Western Powers will be forced to intervene. 

Some very decent people think, however, that Soviet 
policy in the Middle East is double-faced; that it will take 
another turn and eventually be pro-Israel and anti-Arab. 
With all due respect to those who think this, your observer 
is bound to say that all the documentary evidence suggests 
the contrary. The present regime in Russia is bitterly 
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anti-Zionist and Soviet commitments to the Arabs are 
very considerable. In this observer’s opinion, Russia will 
not switch. The new men in Russia hate the Jews. Few 
critics of Jewish policy are ready to accept the opinion that 
Jewry has really fallen out with Communism. If this has 
happened, then it is indeed most interesting. Most anti- 
Jews think it is a blind in order to make the Western 
Powers quarrel with the whole Arab world. When that 
has happened, Israel and Russia will make it up and the 
West will find itself in a worse position than before. 

Those who disagree argue that Russia’s aim is to become 
mistress of the Middle East herself and that she could not 
allow Israel to take that place, because Israel would then 
be able to play off Russia against China. This argument 
certainly carries weight and has to be noticed. It is true 
that the more one looks at Sino-Russian relations, the 
clearer it becomes that Russia must dominate the Middle 
East or eventually play second fiddle to China. That is the 
most powerful argument which those who believe in a 
genuine split between Jewry and Communism have to 
offer. It is enough to publish these opinions and to leave 
our subscribers to make independent conclusions. 

The decision of the World Bank to lend Egypt 70 million 
pounds is in conformity with the policy to which Washing- 
ton has been persuaded by one of its advisers. The idea is 
that if Colonel Nasser is enabled to carry out the economic 
and social policies he is said to sponsor, he will then be 
able to compromise with Israel without fear. Aid from the 
West (it is said) will free him from Egypt’s association with 
Russia. 

This will not happen. Our observer insists that the West 
is merely equipping Egypt with a strength which she will 
use against us. He thinks it might have been wise to investi- 
gate the personal situation in Egypt of those who advised 
the loan before accepting their assurances. At least one 
man who used his influence to persuade the West to grant 
the loan is under pressure because the Egyptian govern- 
ment has recordings and photographs of his private life 
which are of an embarrassing kind. Colonel Nasser is no 
fool. He has an efficient political police using Nazi meth- 
ods. (He employs about 80 ex-Nazi experts.) 

Nasser is out to establish an Arab Union of Radical dic- 
tatorships. He is determined to obliterate Israel. Nothing 
— let it be repeated — nothing will move him from either 
objective. Now that the World Bank Loan has been ac- 
cepted, Nasser can count on far greater Russian support. 
This is likely to be given. Nasser has everyone running 
after him and he will make the most of it. 

French politics are in a shocking mess. In every one of 
the major Parliamentary Commissions (of which there 
are nineteen) the Communists have more members than 
any other party. Every discussion and decision is therefore 
at the disposal of the Soviet Embassy within an hour. 
Russia counters every contemplated act of State by prior 
knowledge and, in consequence, Russia’s influence in 
France is very great indeed. While America and Britain 
watch helplessly, France is being lost.

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The Plus Factor in History

Scriptures a sentence containing 

a wealth of hidden meaning 
which had eluded him until that mo- 
ment. Recently we found such a state- 
ment in the last clause of I Samuel 
12: 18: “‘And all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel.” 

Now there is a surprising plus factor 
in that clause. It is not unusual for 
people to fear the Lord in certain cir- 
cumstances, but to say that they 
“sreatly feared the Lord and Samuel’’ 
brings in an unexpected element. It is 
a human equation added to the Divine 
—the indeterminate plus factor in 
history. 

Samuel occupied a unique place in 
the annals of Israel. He was the last of 
the judges and was authorized to offi- 
ciate, not only as judge, but also as 
priest and prophet. Samuel was God’s 
appointee to lead Israel out of the 
deep decline portrayed in the Book 
of Judges and guide their transition 
from judgeship to kingship. The 
story of Samuel is linked with a great 
epoch in the history of Israel, ‘“‘and 
consequently of an epoch in the history of 
the kingdom of God upon the earth,” as 
Dr. W. Harris says in the Introduc- 
tion to his Commentary on the Books 
of Samuel. With rare insight, Dr. 
Harris continues: 


G sero ONE discovers in the 


“Samuel appears here as the true 
founder of the Old Testament prophetic 
order as a permanent public power along- 
side of the priesthood and the kingly office. 
. . . Israel was to become a kingship of 
priests, that is, a kingdom whose citizens 
were priests and kings. The Lord had 
announced this to the sons of Israel before 
the covenant was concluded at Sinai, as 
the ultimate object of their adoption as the 
people of His possession (Ex. 19: 5-6). 
Now, although this promise reached far 
beyond the times of the Old Covenant, and 
will only receive its perfect fulfillment in 
the completion of the Kingdom of God 
under the New Covenant, yet it was to be 
realized even in the people of Israel so far 
as the economy of the Old Testament 
allowed. Israel was not only to become a 
priestly nation, but a royal nation also; 
not only to be sanctified as a congregation 
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of the Lord, but also to be exalted into a 
kingdom of God.” 

Thus we see that Samuel was an 
important factor in the development 
of God’s Kingdom on earth. For this 
reason it was necessary for the people 
to heed his words, just as it had been 
required of their forefathers to heed 
the words of Moses. Samuel, like 
Moses, devoted his life to perfecting 
a theocracy, in which the people 
would desire God only as their King. 
But the time came when the people 
demanded a king, that they might be 
like all the nations round about them; 
finally, in spite of Samuel’s pleading 
and warning, the demand grew so 
insistent that the Lord told Samuel 
to give them a king. 

After Saul became king, Samuel 
deemed it necessary to teach the 
Israelites that they were still depend- 
ent upon God and His prophets, even 
though they had an earthly king. At 
the time of wheat harvest, when sav- 
ing the crop depended on fair weather, 
Samuel called the people together and 
said: 

‘Now therefore stand and see this great 
thing, which the Lord will do before your 
eyes. Is it not wheat harvest today? I will 
call unto the Lord, and he shall send 
thunder and rain; that ye may perceive and 
see that your wickedness is great, which ye 
have done in the sight of the Lord, in ask- 
ing you a king.” (I Sam. 12: 16-17.) 

This incident is the scene of our text. 
When Samuel prayed, “the Lord sent 
thunder and rain that day: and all the 
people greatly feared the Lord and 
Samuel.” 

Sometimes calamity comes from 
lack of rain to refresh the earth and 
prevent the miseries of drought; at 
other times rain is unseasonable and 
injurious, as in this case. It had come 
at the call of Samuel to ruin the harvest 
and remind the people of their sin. 
The lesson went home. As the people 
viewed the destruction about them, 
they appealed — not to Saul, their 
king — but to the man of God. Turn- 
ing to Samuel in humility and re- 
pentance, they said: 


“Pray for thy servants unto the Lord 
thy God, that we die not: for we have 
added unto all our sins this evil, to ask us a 
king.” (I Sam. 12: 19.) 


The devastating rain which followed 
Samuel’s prayer proved that he was an 
instrument of the judicial power and 
glory of God, their eternal King. 

Bishop Hall makes an interesting 
observation on this uncommon inci- 
dent. Note especially his last sentence 
in the paragraph which follows: 

“Had not Samuel before consulted with 
his Maker, and received warrant for this 
act, that would have been presumption 
which was now a noble improvement of 
faith. . . . Rather than Israel shall go 
clear away with a sin, God will accuse and 
arraign them from heaven. No sooner 
hath Samuel’s voice ceased than God’s 
voice begins. Every crack of thunder spake 
vengeance against the rebellious Israelites, 
and every drop of rain was a witness of 
their sin. Now they found that they had 
displeased Him who rules in heaven by 
rejecting the man who ruled for Him on 
earth.” 

But anywhere, any time, that there 
is genuine sorrow for sin, there is also 
Divine forgiveness. Samuel’s strategy 
turned the people back to God. In 
concluding the occurrences of the day, 
he said: 


“God forbid that I should sin against 
the Lord in ceasing to pray for you: but I 
will teach you the good and the right way: 
only fear the Lord, and serve him in truth 
with all your heart: for consider how great 
things he hath done for you. But if ye shall 
still do wickedly, ye shall be consumed, 
both ye and your king.” (I Sam. 12: 
23-25.) 

Saul was an unworthy king. He 
brought trouble to the nation and dis- 
grace on himself because he refused 
the guiding hand of the Lord’s 
prophet. Saul outlived Samuel. How- 
ever, before the prophet’s death, he 
anointed David as the founder of a 
dynasty which was destined to occupy 
the Lord’s Throne in Israel for all 
time to come. 

Hence Samuel was an important 
human equation in setting up the 
throne which shall be given to Jesus 
Christ when He returns. For “the 
government shall be upon His shoul- 
der,” declares Isaiah, ‘“‘upon the 
throne of David, and upon his king- 
dom, to order it, and to establish it 
with judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever” (Isa. 9: 6-7). 
And in Luke 1: 32-33 it is written: 

“He [Jesus] shall be great, and shall be 
called the Son of the Highest: and the 
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Lord God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: and he shall reign over 
the house of Jacob for ever; and of his 
kingdom there shall be no end.” 


Indeed, none can know the power 
of a man who speaks for God; nor 
estimate the far-flung influence of a 
life surrendered to His will. 

Every major crisis in Israel’s history 
is associated with two contending 
forces: one stems from evil, and the 
other from God. Two brief quotations 
indicate the nature and extent of the 
struggle. Rosenberg, the Nazi so- 
ciologist, said: 

“The war of today is a struggle between 
two opposing philosophies, the outcome 
of which will decide the structure of the 
world for the next few centuries.” 

A British historian replied by saying: 

“Rosenberg completely understates the 
gravity of the issue. The outcome will de- 
cide the issue for all time as surely as did 
the conflicts enshrined in the history be- 
hind and in the Bible. Today it is a fight 
for the soul of the world, the eternal world 
of which we are by the grace of God 
members and participators.” 

Would that all our citizens might 
understand the gravity of the situa- 
tion! Unfortunately the main issues 
are distorted by evil propagandists to 
intentionally deceive and confuse the 
multitudes. A statement from a sol- 
dier’s letter points up the problem: 
*‘All of us out here know what we are 
fighting against. We wish it were just as 
clear what we are fighting for.” 

The voice of the people is not al- 
ways the voice of God. Even King Saul 
learned that truth the hard way, and 
admitted to Samuel: 

“TI have sinned: for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the Lord, and thy 
words: because I feared the people, and 
obeyed their voice.” (I Sam. 15: 24.) 

Saul tried to change his course, but 
it was too late. 

There is a timely lesson here for the 
two great English-speaking nations, 
whose governments have been the 
bulwark of Western civilization. Un- 
der the influence of world conspirators, 
the governments of both the United 
States and Britain have been shifting 
from safe constitutional processes to a 
deceptive form of ‘“‘democracy”’ which 
is leading rapidly to complete so- 
cialism and dictatorship. It was to fore- 
stall this kind of democracy that the 
Founding Fathers made the United 
States a Republic, where the supreme 
power is not exercised directly by 
the people, but indirectly through a 
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system of representation. The Con- 
stitution was set up to preserve the 
Republic. That is why the apostles of 
subversion are bypassing it so fre- 
quently these days. The governments 
of both Britain and the United States 
are based upon the common, or un- 
written, law that finds its source in the 
Law of the Lord as given to Moses. 
Incidentally, that fact is an important 
connecting link between the Anglo- 
Saxons and ancient Israel. 

According to Irish chronicles and 
traditions, Jeremiah the Prophet 
planted David’s throne and house in 
the Isles centuries before the Advent 
of Jesus Christ. Although it is not gen- 
erally known, the Gospel of Christ 
was Carried to the British Isles in the 
early years of the Christian Era — 
less than ten years after the Cruci- 
fixion, in fact. The famous Vatican 
Librarian, Cardinal Baronius, dis- 
covered an ancient manuscript in the 
Vatican telling of Joseph of Arimathea, 
Lazarus, Martha, Mary, and others 
landing at Marseilles in a.p. 35. This 
agrees with the records of William of 
Malmesbury, the early English his- 
torian, who says that Joseph of 
Arimathea and eleven missionaries 
under his charge were sent from 
France to Britain by Philip the Apos- 
tle, and that the British King gave 
them Glastonbury and twelve Hides of 
land. In 179 a.p., during the reign of 
King Lucius, Britain formally ac- 
knowledged Jesus Christ as the Mes- 
siah, and thereby became the first 
Christian nation in the world. 

Jeremiah, our Lord’s Apostles, Jo- 
seph of Arimathea, Martha, Mary, 
and all the consecrated men and 
women who belong to the ages — 
past and present — these constitute 
the plus factor in history. Through 
them the Kingdom advances and 
grows in a turbulent world, silently 
and scarcely noticed, like the mustard 
seed and the yeast in Jesus’ parables. 
It is only in retrospect that we become 
aware of the notables in the human 
equation who made history and de- 
termined the course of Christian civ- 
ilization. 

Among them we find the Venerable 
Bede, the most brilliant scholar of the 
eighth century, who translated the 
Lord’s Prayer and the Gospel of John 
into English, and wrote commentaries 
on many books of the Bible. Alfred the 
Great, king of the West Saxons from 
849 to 901, had portions of the Scrip- 
tures translated in the language of the 





people. Then there is that “‘Morning 
Star of the Reformation,” John Wy- 
cliffe, who is credited with producing 
the first complete Bible in the English 
language. And how shall we measure 
the plus factor of the German inventor, 
who assumed his mother’s family 
name, Gutenberg? It has been said 
that his invention of printing by 
movable metallic type is possibly the 
most important of all inventions if 
measured by its influence upon the life 
of mankind. The Latin Bible, issued 
by Gutenberg in 1456, was the first 
book printed in Europe. Another illus- 
trious name is that of William Tyndale, 
who was born about 1490. Sir Fred- 
eric Kenyon refers to him as “The 
true father of the English Bible.” We 
are indebted to Tyndale for most of 
the superb language in our beloved 
King James Bible. 

Concerning the spread of Chris- 
tianity through Anglo-Saxon colo- 
nization, we have written in An Emerg- 
ing Civilization * as follows: 

“The Bible came along with the pion- 
eers who settled the original Thirteen 
Colonies on our eastern shores. Anglo- 
Saxon colonization was distinguished by a 
singular anxiety for the spread of the 
Christian faith, according to the Encyclope- 
dia Britannica under the section “Modern 
Missions.” Edward VI, Sebastian Cabot 
and Richard Hakluyt, in their instructions 
to the navigators, agreed with Sir Hum- 
phrey Gilbert’s chronicler that ‘the sowing 
of Christianity must be the chief intent of 
such as shall make any attempt at foreign 
discovery, or else whatever is builded upon 
other foundation shall never obtain happy 
success or continuance.’ 

“Wherever the flag went missionaries 
followed. The Britannica article states that 
a keen sense of missionary duty marks 
many of the chronicles of English mari- 
ners, and comments as follows: ‘Notably 
was this the case with the establishment of 
the first English colony in America, that of 
Virginia, by Sir Walter Raleigh. The 
philosopher Thomas Harriot (1560-1621), 
one of his colleagues, laboured for the 
conversion of the natives, amongst whom 
the first baptism is recorded to have taken 
place on the 13th of August 1587. Raleigh 
himself presented as a parting gift to the 
Virginia Company the sum of one hundred 
pounds for the propagation of the Christian 
religion in that settlement. When James I 
granted letters patent for the occupation of 
Virginia, it was directed that the word and 
service of God be preached, planted and used as 
well in the said colonies as also as much as 
might be among the savages bordering among 
them.’ 

‘Undoubtedly it was the Christian zeal 
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of the Pilgrim Fathers which determined 
to a very great extent the moral and 
spiritual standards of colonial life. Some of 
them were aware of their Israel origin. 
According to Nathaniel Morton, who 
wrote their history in 1669, they called 
themselves ‘the seed of Abraham His 
servant, and the children of Jacob His 
chosen.’ They identified themselves further 
as a vine, or branch, that ran ‘over the 
wall,’ from the birthright line of Joseph. 

“These early American settlers had a 
Book. They knew it was their Book — in 
a very special sense —a Light to guide 
them in the founding of a great nation. It 
guided the godly men who drew up the 
Mayflower Compact, which reads in part: 
‘In the Name of God. Amen. We whose 
names are underwritten, having under- 
taken for the glory of God and the ad- 
vancement of the Christian faith, a voyage 
to plant the first colony . . . do by these 
Presents, solemnly and mutually in the 
presence of God combine ourselves into a 
civil body politic.” Note that our politics 
began ‘in the Name of God’ to advance 
the Christian faith. 

“Later the Bible inspired the purpose 
and content of the Articles of Confedera- 
tion which begin with this significant 
declaration: ‘Whereas, we all came into 


these parts of America with one and the 
same end, namely, to advance the kingdom 
of our Lord Jesus Christ and to enjoy the 
liberties of the Gospel in purity, we there- 
fore conceive it our bounden duty... 
that as in nation and religion, so in other 
respects, we be and continue one.’ That 
document made us a People, as designated 
in Genesis 48.” 

God is in history at all times, ruling 
over events to make His covenant 
people a dedicated and holy Kingdom. 
Jesus put that purpose in our hearts 
and on our lips in the words of a 
prayer: “Our Father which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven.” W. Hayley 
expresses it in poetic form: 

“Without the help of God 
All is decay, delusion all, 

On which mankind rely: 
The firmament itself would fall, 

And even Nature die 
Beneath annihilation’s nod, 
Without the help of God.” 

It is righteousness that exalts a 
nation. “If God be not recognized in 
public act and private life, our glory 


will depart.” Benjamin Franklin had 
this truth in mind when he said, “‘Wise 
and good men are, in my opinion, the 
strength of a state far more so than 
riches or arms.’ How desperately we 
need wise leadership in State and 
Church today! Our Samuels and 
Joshuas are being silenced and dis- 
placed by little men who transgress 
the commandments of the Lord. Con- 
sequently, the two great powers that 
should be leading the world from 
chaos to Christ are groveling at the 
feet of tyrants in uncertainty and 
fear. 

We are temporarily out of align- 
ment because man, the inconstant 
plus factor, has failed to equate with 
the constant Divine factor. God in 
Christ rules in and over all. History 
will yet be determined by His supreme 
purpose. Eventually we will make His 
will our will. Then the human factor 
will become one with the Divine. The 
equation will be complete when the 
kingdoms of this world “‘are become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
His Christ.”

justice in behalf of all. Under the above statute it was their 
duty to condemn the murderer to death. Thus those indi- 
viduals who broke the commandment, “Thou shalt not 
kill,” were to be executed by constituted governmental 
authority. 

When God organized Israel into His Kingdom at Mount 
Sinai, He promulgated a statute of judgment for their 
guidance, thus enlarging upon the original statute which 
was as follows: 


“The congregation [i.¢., the governmental assembly of Israel] 
shall judge between the slayer [the one who has taken life] and 
the revenger of blood [the executioner] according to these judg- 
ments. . . . These things shall be for a statute of judgment unto 
you throughout your generations in all your dwellings. Whoso 
killeth any person, the murderer shall be put to death by the 
mouth of witnesses: but one witness shall not testify against any 
person to cause him to die.”? (Num. 35: 24 & 29-30.) 


Life imprisonment for a capital crime is Divinely for- 
bidden, for the murderer is to be put to death. Moreover, 
the land is declared to be polluted where murderers are 
allowed to live: 


“Moreover ye shall take no satisfaction for the life of a mur- 
derer, which is guilty of death. . . . So ye shall not pollute the 
land wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the land: and the land 
cannot be cleansed of the blood that is shed therein, but by the 
blood of him that shed it.” (Num. 35: 31-33.) 


America today is filled with violence and crime because 
we are refusing to heed these Divine commands. If we 
accept the commandment, “Thou shalt not kill,” as a law 
governing individual conduct, it follows that the statute 
given at the same time, and under the same conditions, 
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must be accepted by the state and nation in order to bring 
to justice all who violate the commandment. We cannot 
accept the one without accepting the other; if we reject the 
one, then logically we should reject the other. 

But what of the man who has to carry out the sentence 
and execute the criminal? A judgment has been rendered 
concerning him: 


“And [if] the revenger of blood [the executioner] kill the 
slayer; he shall not be guilty of blood.” (Num. 35: 27.) 


God, who knows the hearts of men, has set forth in His 
laws of administration commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments designed to deter them from committing crimes 
against their fellow men. When judgment is swift and sure, 
it will be universally realized that crime does not pay. 
Then the righteous will be protected and their land will 
be blessed of the Lord.

HAT IGNORANCE Is bliss was 
never demonstrated more con- 
spicuously and conclusively than 
in the reaction of Western officialdom 
to the flood of bristling pronunciamen- 
tos that emanated from the mid- 
February Communist Party Congress. 
Inability to interpret, or “‘read be- 
tween the lines” of Red jargon, re- 
sulted in reams of pernicious and 
delusive comment which led millions 
to think that the peril to America and 
Britain had eased, when in fact pre- 
cisely the opposite was the case. 

“There is no fatal inevitability of 
war,”” Communist Party chief Khrush- 
chev told the opening session of the 
Congress. He went on to explain that 
the Marxist theory of inevitable war 
as long as imperialism exists was 
‘absolutely correct” up to the Second 
World War. But the situation has 
changed because “there are powerful 
social and political forces commanding 
serious means of preventing the un- 
leashing of war.” 

Stripped of “double-talk,” this 
means that the Kremlin’s program of 
subversive penetration is so successful 
that the Red bosses have every hope 
of making Communism ‘a _ world 
system” without resorting to global 
war. Any unbiased observer, surveying 
the inroads of Communism on myriad 
fronts from France to the Far East, 
is led inevitably to the conclusion that 
the Red leaders have solid grounds for 
their optimism. 

Yet the official interpretation fed 
to the Western public was quite the 
contrary to this. Even so august a 
personality as Secretary of State 
Dulles lent his voice to the soothing 
Pollyanna chorus. Russia’s post-Stalin 
leaders, he told a Senate committee, 
are scrapping 30 years of Soviet policy 
based on violence and intolerance 
and trying to devise new plans because 
their old programs “‘have failed.” 

Now a political system which in less 
than forty years raises its hammer- 
sickle banner over eight hundred mil-

lion people, and has a dozen other 
subverted countries ready to drop 
into its capacious maw, is certainly 
“failing” in an extraordinary and 
redoubtable manner. A few more 
years of such “‘failure”’ could snuff the 
last flicker of freedom from the earth. 

Far from being thwarted and in re- 
treat, the Soviets are everywhere 
pressing forward full-tilt. This is 
shown with particular clarity by time- 
patterns which demonstrate the un- 
broken sweep of the developing world 
crisis. 

The seething Middle East edged 
ever closer to Arab-Jewish hostilities. 
Last month’s article (“Year of Ex- 
pectancy,” Destiny for April 1956, 
pp. 89-91) noted several chronological 
cycles marking Israeli Ambassador 
Eban’s January 21 warning that war 
in the Middle East is “‘almost inevita- 
ble” by summer. Chart XII adds yet 
another significant correlation. From 
the Eban warning a solar interval 
of displacement (286 days) extends to 
November 6, 1956. This date will be 
2520 days (trial or probation) after 
the Jews proclaimed Jerusalem their 
capital on December 13, 1949. In 
addition, the November terminal will 
be 6 x 666 days after November 28, 
1945 when Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
warned that the United States was 
swiftly drifting toward war with Rus- 
sia. Both 6 and 666 mark forces oppos- 
ing the establishment of God’s King- 
dom on earth, and denote the end and 
issue of all things human. 

On January 25, mean terminal of 
286 days before November 6, the 
United States deferred action on the 
Israelis’ request for arms. On the same 
day Soviet Premier Bulganin, in a new 
propaganda move, sent President 
Eisenhower a “‘friendly”’ letter appeal- 
ing for a revival of the ‘‘Geneva 
spirit.” 

The Bulganin move also came 286 
days after the announcement of the 
Austrian treaty on April 14, 1955. 
Note that this treaty — which so dis- 
astrously weakened the Western posi- 


tion in Central Europe — came 2 x 
286 days before the important No- 
vember 6, 1956 terminal (Chart 
XII). 

East Germany, on January 28, 
formally signed the Warsaw military 
pact, thereby aligning herself with 
seven other nations in the “Red 
NATO.” This was 2300 days after 
October 11, 1949 when the first presi- 
dent of East Germany was named 
(Chart XII). The 2300 period Daniel 
relates to the cleansing of the Sanc- 
tuary at the close of the age. Signifi- 
cant too is the interval of 390 days 
(Israel’s chastisement) extending from 
January 28 to February 21, 1957. 
This date will be 11 x 1290 days lunar 
(disorder or disintegration and desola- 
tion) after the November 1918 Armis- 
tice. 

From Chart XII note the additional 
data linking October 11, 1949 to out- 
standing earlier mileposts in German 
history. 

Prime Minister Eden and President 
Eisenhower conferred for three days at 
the end of January without devising 
any formula for resolving the Middle 
Eastern impasse. On February 6 
France’s new Premier, Guy Mollet, 
went to North Africa in an effort to 
solve the Algerian crisis. He was 
greeted by wild demonstrations sparked 
by French settlers who feared Mollet 
policies would result in the complete 
loss of Algeria. This was precisely 1290 
days (desolation) after July 26, 1952 
when King Farouk of Egypt was de- 
posed. No less noteworthy is the 390- 
day Israel’s chastisement interval sep- 
arating February 6 from March 2, 
1957. This date will be 1290 days 
after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal when France de- 
posed the Sultan of Morocco (Chart 
XII). 

France, on February 8, joined the 
United States and Britain in a new 
round of talks aimed at forestalling 
war in the Middle East. The date fell 
666 days after the “Asian NATO” 
plan for checking Communist aggres- 
sion in Southeast Asia was announced 
on April 13, 1954 (Chart XIII). The 
1954 date, in turn, was 1600 days 
(space or extent of judgment) after 
the UN began its futile debate on Red 
aggression in China. The pattern 
traces progressive deterioration of the 
world order (666) despite all the con- 
ferences called and collective security 
systems set up by harried officials. 

On February 9 Egypt and the 
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World Bank agreed on terms of a loan 
to start construction of the Nile dam 
at Aswan. The development, in the 
opinion of diplomatic observers, was 
certain to provoke stepped-up Russian 
activities in the Middle East. It came 
exactly 15 x 120 days (hour of warn- 
ing) after March 7, 1951, when the 
assassination of Iranian Premier Raz- 
mara initiated the intense phase of the 
Middle Eastern crisis which has con- 
tinued without letup until the present 
(not charted). 

Russian penetration into the Middle 
East continued with the announce- 
ment on February 10 that the Soviets 
would help Egypt set up a nuclear 
physics laboratory in Cairo. From this 
date a “‘birth travail” interval of 270 
days extends to the important Novem- 
ber 6, 1956 terminal, which will be 
6 x 666 days after Senator Johnson’s 


warning of approaching war with 
Russia (Chart XII). 

Premier Mollet returned to Paris on 
February 11 with a solution to the 
North African impasse more remote 
than ever. He was greeted by demon- 
strations protesting his African policy. 
Meanwhile, Ambassador Toshikazu 
Kase, Japanese permanent observer 
at the UN, pleaded for Americans to 
take seriously Russia’s economic of- 
fensive in the Middle East and South- 
east Asia. 

These events, clearly spotlighting 
global disintegration and desolation, 
fell precisely 11 x 1290 days after 
America’s entry into World War I. 
They therefore unfold the 11 x 1290 
pattern that began on July 18, 1955, 
which marked the opening of the 
Geneva “Summit” conference — the 
diplomatic debacle which convinced 
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Russia her plans could be pushed full- 
tilt without fear of serious opposition 
from the weak, divided West (Chart 
XIV). 

February 11 also fell 2 x 286 days 
lunar after July 27, 1954 when Great 
Britain agreed to evacuate the Suez 
Canal Zone. 

Soviet disruptive tactics continued 
without letup. On February 13 Russia 
warned against any use of foreign 
troops in the Middle East without 
prior consent of the countries con- 
cerned and UN approval. This was 
seen as an attempt to force the West 
to work solely through the UN, where 
Russia holds veto power, in seeking 
solutions to Middle Eastern problems. 

Falling on the third day made per- 
fect of February 11, this development 
further underscored the desolative 
connotations of the earlier date. In 
addition, February 13 was precisely 
1600 days (space or extent of judg- 
ment) after Iran took over Britain’s 
Abadan installations on September 
27, 1951. Finally, February 13 was 
2 x 286 days after the July 21, 1954 
Indo-China truce (Chart XIV). 

The Communist Party Congress, 
convening on February 14, heard 
party chief Khrushchev declare that 
the United States is approaching the 
end of its economic rope. Challenging 
the capitalistic nations to an all-out 
economic war for survival, he told the 
delegates that the United States must 
admit the Communist camp is “in- 
vincible.” 

This Red Party Congress is of out- 
standing importance in that it may 
well be the last before Russia launches 
her military move into the Middle 
East which will bring the world crisis 
to its supreme climax. It is therefore 
noteworthy indeed that the Congress 
opened exactly 666 days before De- 
cember 11, 1957, which will close a 
forty-year generation after the British 
entered Jerusalem in December 1917. 
Equally significant is the solar dis- 
placement interval (286 days) extend- 
ing from February 14 to November 
30, 1956. This important terminal will 
be 8 x 390 days after the May 16, 
1948 Great Pyramid coffer date when 
the first Israeli president was named 
(Chart XIII). Eight signifies renewal, 
while 390 is the number connoting 
Israel’s chastisement. 

In perhaps the gloomiest statement 
yet on the Arab-Israeli crisis, As- 
sistant Secretary of State George V. 
Allen declared that there is “serious” 
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danger of war in the Middle East 
unless tensions are eased. This was 
286 days after May 5, 1955 when a 
state of emergency was declared in 
Afghanistan. Significant too is the 
solar 420-day interval separating Feb- 
ruary 15 from April 16, 1957. This 
date will be 1335 days after the August 
20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal 
(Chart XIV). The 420 factor is one- 
sixth of the 2520-day Biblical trial or 
probation period. The number 1335 
has both obverse and reverse connota- 
tions — blessing for those nations 
which qualify for the Kingdom, judg- 
ment upon the “‘goat”’ nations who are 
blocking its establishment. 

The United States, on February 18, 
abruptly terminated a one-day em- 
bargo against arms shipments to the 
Middle East. The embargo, aimed 
specifically at halting a shipment of 
light tanks contracted for months pre- 
viously by Saudi Arabia, only further 
enflamed Middle Eastern tempers. 
Meanwhile, Communist China and 
Cambodia, concluded a pact of friend- 
ship. And in Moscow, Russia warned 
the United States that it has both 
atomic and hydrogen bombs and the 
means of delivering them “to any 
part of the globe by plane or rocket.” 

These events fell on a chronological 
terminal of exceptional significance. 
Note first (Chart XIII) that they came 
7 x 270 days (birth travail perfected) 
after the United States declared a 
national emergency on December 16, 
1950. Especially noteworthy is the fact 
that the Chinese-Cambodian pact 
came precisely 1040 days (fruition) 
after the April 14, 1953 Red invasion 
of Laos and 666 days solar after the 
“Asian NATO” plan was announced 
on April 13, 1954. Finally, a displace- 
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ment interval of 286 days separates 
February 18 from November 30, 
1956, which will be 8 x 390 days after 
May 16, 1948. 

Boding ill for the West was the 
February 19 election in Greece. Al- 
though the pro-Western government 
of Premier Karamanlis retained power 
by a slim margin, a majority of the 
popular vote went to an anti-govern- 
ment coalition in which democratic 
parties teamed up with the Com- 
munists. Commenting editorially, the 
Philadelphia Inquirer stated: 


“It appears that in Greece the new 
Russian campaign to gain strength in the 
democracies by parliamentary means has 
won its first success.” 


Significantly, the Greek election 
came 2 x 286 days after July 27, 1954 
when Great Britain agreed to evacuate 
the Suez Canal Zone (Chart XIV). 


New troubles beset the French in 
North Africa. On February 21 a re- 
port from Algiers disclosed that from 
50 to 100 Algerian soldiers had de- 
serted from a French unit during a 
pitched battle with rebel nationalists. 
This was 2 x 286 days solar after the 
Indo-China truce and 420 days before 
April 16, 1957 (Chart XIV). 

The portentous moves of the Soviet 
colossus into the Middle East are both 
awesome and fascinating. Before the 
eyes of the watchers are shaping up the 
precise conditions which are to usher 
in the last majestic scenes which will 
close the age with stupendous acts of 
Divine intervention. Only so far may 
the Russian hordes advance before 
their sweeping onslaught is stayed by 
the invincible Lord of Israel. In this 
expectation the faithful find reassur- 
ance as the shadow of extinction or 
enslavement hovers ever more omi- 
nously over America and Britain.

Q. Why did the Samaritan woman at 
the well say to Jesus: “‘Art thou greater 
than our father Jacob, which gave us the 
well, and drank thereof himself, and 
his children, and his cattle?’ (John 
4: 12)?

A. After the House of Israel was taken 
into Assyrian captivity about 721 B.c., 
the land was left in a desolate state 
until the king of Assyria brought colon- 
ists in from Babylon and other places, 
as stated in II Kings 17: 24 and 18: 34, 
placing them in the cities of Samaria 
to occupy the land. Good Bible en- 
cyclopedias give a very interesting 
account of the Samaritans. 

At the first these people did not 
know the laws of the Lord and, as 
pointed out in II Kings 17: 26, the 
king of Assyria had priests brought 
back from those taken into captivity 
to teach the colonists proper conduct 
pertaining to the God of the land. 
These facts are covered in II Kings 17. 
Later on, certain Jewish renegades 
from time to time took refuge with the 
Samaritans. This was, of course, after 
the return of the remnant of the King- 
dom of Judah from their Babylonian 
captivity and their blood was mixed 
with the Samaritans through inter- 
marriage. It is also true that at 
the time of the taking away of 
Israel into Assyrian captivity, the very 
poorest of the land were allowed to 
remain and they too intermarried 
with the Samaritans, thus enabling 
these people in the day of our Lord to 
claim, as the Samaritan woman did, 
descent from Jacob.

Q. Why did our Lord command His 
disciples not to go to the Gentiles or 
enter into any city of the Samaritans?

A. This statement is found in Matthew 
10: 5-6 and includes our Lord’s in- 
structions, “‘But go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel.” This 
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command was in conformity with the 
fulfillment of prophecy, for the message 
of the Gospel of salvation was to be 
carried to Israel, the northern ten- 
tribed Kingdom, residing in the Isles 
of the Sea (the British Isles). There- 
fore, the commission to go only to the 
lost sheep of the House of Israel was 
given first and the second commission 
was given to His followers by Jesus 
after His resurrection (Matt. 28: 19- 
20).

Q. Where did Jesus get His disciples? 
Was it in Judea or in Galilee?

A. The Lord’s disciples came from 
Galilee, with the exception of Judas 
Iscariot. The Galileans were not Jews. 
At the time of our Lord’s trial, Peter 
was known by his speech, not to be a 
Jew, but a Galilean (Matt. 26: 73). 
After the crucifixion the disciples were 
told that they were to return to their 
own land —to Galilee — and there 
the Lord would meet them. Meantime, 
Judas had gone out and hung himself; 
therefore, Judas was not involved in 
this admonition. 

A study of the history of the tribe 
of Benjamin in the Old Testament is 
important here. There, in I Kings 
11: 36, it is declared that the tribe of 
Benjamin was to be left as ‘“‘a light” 
in Jerusalem so that David might al- 
ways have a light before him in the 
city where the Lord had chosen to 
place His Name. Note that when the 
Lord was instructing His disciples in 
the Sermon on the Mount (so-called), 
He designated them as ‘“‘the light of the 
world” (Matt. 5: 14). 

When, later on, Jesus told His dis- 
ciples that when they saw certain 
things happen, they were to flee from 
Jerusalem (Matt. 24: 15-20), He re- 
ferred them to Daniel’s prophecy 
(Dan. 9: 27) whereas He might have 
referred them to Jeremiah’s prophecy 
(Jer. 6: 1). But Jeremiah’s prophecy 
is specifically addressed to Benjamin, 


with a command to gather themselves 
together to flee from the midst of Jeru- 
salem. This was exactly what the Lord 
instructed His disciples to do when 
they saw the armies gather against 
the city, but had our Lord referred 
them to Jeremiah’s prophecy, He 
would have revealed, before God in- 
tended the facts to become known, 
that the disciples were of Benjamin. 
The result of this might have been 
that the identity of Israel would have 
become known long before the Lord 
planned to permit it to be revealed. 
Again, the fact that the Bible is very 
clear in stating that the Jews rejected 
Christ should have brought immedi- 
ately into question the tribal identity 
of His disciples. If His disciples were 
Jews, it would have been erroneous to 
say that Jesus was rejected by the 
Jews. If, on the other hand, the dis- 
ciples, who accepted Him, were Gal- 
ileans from the tribe of Benjamin, then 
it explains an otherwise contradictory 
statement. It is quite interesting that 
in the Funk and Wagnalls New Stand- 
ard Bible Dictionary the statement is 
made under judas Iscariot. ‘‘Judas was 
perhaps the only Judean in the circle [of 
disciples].”” Paul declared he became 
a disciple of the Lord as one born out 
of season, and he specified that he was 
of the tribe of Benjamin. 
« 
Q. If the parties to the Divine Mar- 
riage are the Lord and His people 
Israel, or the Kingdom, why does Paul 
say of the Church, “I have espoused 
you to one husband” (II Cor. 11: 2)? 
R. D., Indiana 


A. It is true that Israel, 7.e., the King- 
dom, is His bride (or wife). The 
Church is not the bride of Christ; the 
true Church — that is, the overcomers 
— are members of His body (I Cor. 
12: 27). In one aspect of the symbol- 
ism, they are called the friends of the 
Bridegroom (Matt. 9:15; John 15: 
15). 

The New Jerusalem, which symboli- 
cally represents the Kingdom of God, 
is spoken of in Revelation as the Bride 
of the Lamb (Rev. 21: 2; 9-10). These 
statements, along with what the Old 
Testament teaches concerning the po- 
sition Israel occupies in relation to the 
Lord, should solve any difficulty in 
interpretation, for it is the Kingdom 
to whom He is married (Jer. 3: 14). 

But why did Paul write as he did in 
II Corinthians 11: 2? Paul’s words 
should be considered in their context; 
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the surrounding verses should be care- 
fully read. Actually Paul was here 
likening himself, according to the 
custom of that day, to the guardian, or 
sponsor, who carefully watched over 
a bride so that she would remain a 
virgin until the day of her marriage. 
He was declaring that he was just as 
jealous over the Church, with a godly 
jealousy, as a guardian would be over 
the bride for whom he was responsible 
until the day of her marriage. It was 
an illustration used by Paul to indicate 
the necessity for the Church to remain 
pure in doctrine and belief. This is 


clearly brought out in the fourth verse 
of II Corinthians 11, and it is the rea- 
son Paul says, “‘I have espoused you to 
one husband.”” The emphasis here is on 
the word “one.”” He was concerned 
lest their affections and allegiance to 
the Lord be turned aside, as Eve was 
beguiled by the Serpent. 

Therefore, Paul was not referring 
to the symbology of God’s position as 
the Husband of His people Israel. It 
was the aspects of purity of heart and 
mind, and singleness of purpose, that Paul 
was emphasizing.

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,"’ 
‘‘Judah"’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘waymarks’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times.

But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His prom’se that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘‘Find this 
people’’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God.
